Tobacco blue mold arrives early; 
widespread in Morgan plant beds 



Blue mold was detected last week in 
tobacco plant beds in various locations 
across Morgan County. 

County Extension Agent Sarah 
Fannin-Holliday said a check of Mor- 
gan County plants was conducted last 
Thursday by University of Kentucky 
plant pathologist Kenny Seebold after 
the fungal disease was confirmed a day 
earlier in Magoffin County. 

Fannin-Holliday, who accompanied 
Seebold on site inspections across the 
county, said blue mold was confirmed 
in plants being raised for transplanting 
at five Morgan County farms. She said 
“approximately 30 acres of plant beds 
were infected and the operations are in 
all parts of the county.” 



The outbreak is about a month ear- 
lier than usual in Kentucky and is the 
second straight year the nation’s first 
tobacco blue mold was reported in Ken- 
tucky, Seebold said. 

The fungus detected in Magoffin 
County resulted in a total loss of plants 
for the two farmers affected and Seebold 
said the disease caused a total loss of 
plants at three operations in Morgan 
County. 

Blue mold can reduce yields substan- 
tially if unchecked, and in worst cases, 
can kill tobacco plants. 

Fannin-Holliday said recent cool, wet 
weather was ideal for the disease and 
urges growers to start immediately ap- 
plying chemicals to plants still in green- 



houses or outdoor float beds as well as 
to tobacco plants that have already been 
transplanted. 

Fannin-Holliday estimated that about 
15 to 20 percent of Morgan’s 2006 to- 
bacco acreage has already been planted. 

Seebold said officials are not sure 
what caused the early appearance of blue 
mold, but said indications are that the 
fungus could have come in on tobacco 
plants shipped into the state from the 
South. 

“If the weather remains damp it’s just 
going to perpetuate it unless it turns hot 
and dry,” Fannin-Holliday said. She em- 
phasized that chemical applications to 
hold the fungus in check should be 
started immediately.

Upon 
reaching the blast site, he freed a Ma- 
rine pinned under the vehicle and ren- 
dered lifesaving medical aid. Still un- 
der fire, he helped prepare the casualty 
for evacuation and stabilized the Marine 
when he went into shock. Hospitalman 
Whitt’s initiative, courage, and devotion 
to duty reflected credit upon himself and 
upheld the highest tradition the United 
States Naval Service.” 

Whitt is the son of Paul David and 
Sheila Black Whitt, formerly of West 
Liberty, and is the grandson of Gay Wil- 
son and the late Fred Wilson and the late 
Paul Whitt of Wrigley, and the late Helen 
and Kenneth Collins and the late 
Tennyson Black of West Liberty.

Here’s What Gov. Fletcher 
Could Do

FRANKFORT — If Gov. 
Ernie Fletcher has any sense and 
hope of redeeming himself with 
Kentucky voters, he will show up 
in Franklin District Court on June 
7 for his arraignment on three 
misdemeanor charges of abusing 
the state Merit System and first 
apologize to Judge Guy Hart for 
Fletcher’s attorney’s effort to re- 
move Hart from the case, and then 
he will say something like the fol- 
lowing: 

“Your honor, I’m here to plead 
guilty to these three misdemeanor 
charges. I do not believe the of- 
fenses the special grand jury 
charged me with represent the 
level of corruption the attorney 
general has alleged, but I am 
pleading guilty because there is 
important business that must be 
done, and I cannot be tied up de- 
fending myself for months to 
come. 

“Small businesses all across 
Kentucky are paying an unfair tax 
on profits they don’t make be- 
cause of mistakes made in last 
year’s tax reform legislative ses- 
sion. I need to spend time devel- 
oping a solution to that problem 
that both the House of Represen- 
tatives and Senate can agree to 
and then call a special session to 
get it done. 

“I can’t do that if I’m closeted 
away with lawyers. 

“Miners are dying needlessly 
in the Kentucky coalfields, and 
we have to do something about 
it. Tougher safety regulations 
have to be written and enforced. 
If new legislation is necessary, 
we’ll draft it and present it to the 
General Assembly as soon as pos- 
sible. 

“I don’t want to go to any more 
miners’ funerals while I’m gov- 
ernor of Kentucky. 

“We believe new Medicaid 
programs will bring the runaway 
cost of Medicaid under control, 
but we have to be alert to the pos- 
sibility that some recipients may 
suffer and ready to act if that turns 
out to be the case. 

“I can’t do that while in court 
for perhaps weeks defending 
myself. 

“More immediately, we have 
several hundred profoundly men- 
tally handicapped men and 
women living in a dangerous en- 
vironment at the Communities at 
Oakwood. Too many of them are 
being harmed there, and we have 
to find a solution that is safe for 
them and acceptable to their fami- 
lies. 

“I can’t focus all my attention 
on that crisis if I am preoccupied 



with preparing a defense on mis- 
demeanors. 

“We have an arena to build in 
Louisville and an international 
equestrian event in Lexington to 
plan for. And a whole lot of pot- 
holes to get filled from one end 
of the state to another. 

“So, your honor, here’s my 
personal check for the fines in- 
volved in my offenses, and my 
apology to the people of Ken- 
tucky that this whole mess took 
place. 

“I can promise you and them 
that it won’t happen again.” 

The result will be some big 
headlines and news bulletins, but 
then it will be over. 

The special grand jury report 
— without naming names — will 
be highly critical of Lletcher and 
his administration, but that will 
happen whether the governor 
pleads guilty or innocent June 7. 

The worst will be behind 
Lletcher, and indeed he can focus 
his entire attention on all the re- 
sponsibility he carries as gover- 
nor. 

And he will save himself a lot 
of attorneys ’fees in the process. 

Hart isn’t going to send the 
governor of the commonwealth to 
the county jail for six months or 
a year. And even if some Demo- 
crat introduces impeachment leg- 
islation next year, it won’t go any- 
where. 

A guilty plea may not save 
Lletcher ’s political career and get 
him a second four-year term in 
office, but he will have the op- 
portunity to show he deserves a 
second term in what remains of 
his first. 

A protracted trial on the three 
charges, with sworn testimony 
that can only embarrass Lletcher 
and his party, will guarantee 
Lletcher won’t have that second 
term, perhaps not even the chance 
to seek a second term. 

So, will Lletcher have the 
sense to cut his losses and plead 
guilty? 

So far, the evidence is stacked 
against it. Since the Merit System 
scandal erupted and Lletcher con- 
ceded, “Mistakes were made,” he 
has stumbled at every turn. The 
infamous pardons of anyone and 
everyone but himself made them 
all look guilty as sin. Attacking 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo as 
politically motivated didn’t work 
or Lletcher’s approval rating 
would not be in the cellar. 

But there’s always hope that 
the stumbling and bumbling will 
come to a halt and the governor 
will decide to get on with being a 
governor and not a defendant.

This has nothing to do with 
Applebee’s. I just wanted to let 
you know of what kind of repu- 
tation your students are putting on 
you as a community. I expect 
nothing more than an apology 
from each and everyone one of 
the kids. It wouldn’t be so bad, 
but I, as a hard-working citizen 
of the United States had to pay 
an amount of about twenty dol- 
lars to taxes in which I never re- 
ceived. I pray that one day they 
will have to serve somewhere to 
support themselves during col- 
lege or maybe even a family. 

Without tips, I make nothing. 
The rate of a server pay is $2.13 
per hour. The girls that I took care 
of, all had enough money to give 
a dollar or two, and I know this 
because they all received change 
back, excluding the ones that 
gave exact change. 

Even the bus driver, who re- 
ceived their meal for free, and the 
teachers or parents, didn’t have 
enough respect to leave enough 
tip to cover the taxes that had to 
be paid. I am not the only one that 
got this kind of lack of value, as 
did the other servers. The bill all 
together probably came to at least 
$400 in which not even ten per- 
cent was tipped. I am very angry 
and upset and hope that you un- 
derstand how I feel and what I am 
trying to say. 

Again, this has nothing to do 
with Applebee’s but from me. 

Thank you for taking the time 
to read this and please put some 
thought into what you would 
want done for you if ever in this 
kind of situation. The Golden 
Rule states “Do unto others as 
you would have them do unto 
you.” That is all I am asking for 
at this time.

Accurate Testing 

There is probably only one thing worse than having to 
draw your own blood to test your blood sugar — and that 
is repeating the test because of an error. Below are some 
useful tips to ensure an accurate reading the first time. 



Wash hands with warm, soapy water and rinse 
and dry thoroughly before testing. Even minute 
amounts of food or soap residue can affect 
results. 

Clean your meter. You should clean it often and 
follow the manufacturer’s instructions.

■ Periodically, check the date on your strips for 
freshness. Do not use test strips after their 
expiration date. 

■ Store your test strips properly so they do not 
deteriorate. Protect them from light, heat and 
humidity. Also, do not use test strips from a 
cracked or damaged container. 




To ensure that 
your meter is 
working properly, 

test it regularly with control solution, and keep 
extra batteries on hand. 

Take your meter with you on visits to your 
doctor and pharmacy. Compare your at-home 
results with the laboratory results. 

1 If you use a meter that enables alternate-site 
testing (the forearm or base of thumb, for 
example), be aware that readings from these 
sites may not be as accurate as results from 
fingertips. Plus, alternate-site test results can 
vary from fingertip results when glucose levels 
change quickly — such as after eating, taking 
insulin, during exercise or when you are sick or 
stressed. If you think your blood sugar is low or 
the way you feel does not coincide with the 
results from an alternate site, use a blood 
sample from your fingertip.

Don’t Work Under 
The Table 

By Bernard O’Nan 

This summer many younger 
workers and seasonal employees 
may be tempted by offers to work 
“under the table.” They will find 
employers who agree to pay them 
directly, in cash, without deduc- 
ing income or Social Security 
taxes. In the short run, that may 
sound like a good deal. But in the 
long run, it is foolish and will 
only hurt workers and their fami- 
lies. 

Here is why. 

First, it is illegal for your em- 
ployer not to report your earnings 
to the Internal Revenue Service, 
and it is illegal for you and your

employer not to pay Social Secu- 
rity taxes on your earnings. 

Not only do Social Security 
tax contributions build up future 
retirement benefits for workers 
and their families, but they also 
ensure that workers are eligible 
for Social Security disability and 
survivors’ benefit payment in the 
unfortunate event of injury or 
death. 

Disability can happen to any- 
one at any age. For example, did 
you know that almost three in 10 
of today’s 20-year-olds will be- 
come disabled before reaching 
the age 67? Few people have 
long-term private disability insur- 
ance, but workers who pay Social 
Security taxes have Social Secu- 
rity disability insurance. People 
who have paid Social Security 
taxes for as little as one and one- 
half years and have an injury or 
illness that will keep them off the 
job for a year or more could start 
getting a monthly disability check 
from Social Security. The aver- 
age monthly disability benefit

payment in 2006 for a worker and 
his or her spouse and child(ren) 
is $1,571. 

Also, it is important to under- 
stand that anyone who qualifies 
for Social Security disability pay- 
ments and remains disabled for 
two year will qualify for Medi- 
care benefits. Today there are 
many young people in their 20s 
who not only get a Social Secu- 
rity disability check but also 
qualify for Medicare coverage. 

With Social Security survi- 
vors’ benefits, you have the com- 
fort of knowing your dependents 
may be eligible for benefits when 
you die. Few of us want to think 
about it, but one in seven Ameri- 
cans will die before reaching age 
67. Social Security survivors’ 
benefits are paid monthly to the 
dependents of a deceased worker. 
The average monthly survivors’ 
benefit payment in 2006 for a 
widowed mother and two chil- 
dren is $2,074. 

Today, disabled workers and 
their dependents account for 17 
percent of Social Security ben- 
efits paid, and survivors of de- 
ceased workers account for 14 
percent.

Income limits for 
housing program 
to be increased 

The USDA Rural Develop- 
ment Area Office in Morehead 
announced an increase in income 
limits for the guaranteed rural 
housing (GRH) loans in Morgan 
County. Loans may be for up to 
100 percent (102 percent if the 
guarantee fee is included in the 
loan) of appraised value or for the 
acquisition cost, whichever is 
less. No down payment is re- 
quired. 

The GRH program makes 
loans through private lenders for 
the purchase of new and existing 
homes. Loans are made to eli- 



gible applicants, with income 
that does not exceed the moder- 
ate income limit established for 
the area. A family’s income in- 
cludes the total gross income of 
the applicant, co-applicant and 
any other adults in the household. 
Applicants may be eligible to 
make certain adjustments to 
gross income - such as $480 for 
minor children under 18 years 
old, fulltime students 1 8 years or 
older, child care expenses for 
children under 12 years old, 
$400 for elderly/handicapped 
families which could include a 
portion of the families’ medical 
expenses. 

The applicant must have a 
credit history that indicates a rea- 
sonable willingness to meet ob- 



ligations as they become due and 
have a repayment ability based 
on the following ratios: principle, 
interest, taxes and insurance 
(PITI) divided by gross monthly 
income must be equal to or less 
than 29 percent. Total debt di- 
vided by gross monthly income 
must be equal to or less than 41 
percent.

ARH Refuses to Pay Nurses 
During National Nurses Week 



While most Healthcare facilities employing registered nurses celebrated by gifting 
and honoring their nurses, Appalachian Regional Healthcare’s administrators and Board 
of Trustees played the part of Scrooge and refused to pay the nurses wages ordered to be 
payed by an Arbitrator. During National Nurses week the leadership of ARH met 
behind closed doors and decided to refuse to honor Arbitrator I.B. Helbum’s ruling to 
back pay nurses over 1.1 million dollars. The back pay order was the result of ARH 
reducing registered nurses wages by 10% in Dec. of 2005. The Kentucky and West 
Virginia Nurses Association filed a grievance and agreed to an expedited arbitration 
hearing to resolve the matter and avert a possible strike. Both parties agreed that the 
Arbitrator’s decision would be final and binding. 

On May 15th the Associations were notified that ARH decided to refuse to pay the 
nurses and try to get an answer more to their liking in Federal Court. “Happy Nurse’s 
Week” stated Bill Riggs, Labor Director for the nurses. “These nurses are ARH. They 
are the very face the patients look to daily to provide confort and relief when they are 
most vulnerable. It really makes you wonder why ARH is so callous when it comes to 
their employees.” 

The Nurse association along with their attorneys will seek to turn back the frivolous 
suit filed by ARH and will support the nurses through this ill-conceived action by ARH. 
Wilma Jones, President of the nurses association in Hazard stated, “I have been a nurse 
here for over 29 years. I have never seen the nurses so low. Due to many resignations as 
a result of the pay reduction there are not enough nurses to provide high quality safe 
patient care. This is a very sad place to work. I remember past nurses’s day celebrations 
and it made you really proud of what you do. This year the company didn’t even 
recognize us except to decide to cut our pay. How sad.”

Make Government More Ac- 
cessible Online - Create user- 
friendly government websites and 
use GIS and other technologies to 
improve government operations. 

The report also includes doz- 
ens of recommendations for fu- 
ture steps, such as creating a high- 
tech center to showcase the latest 
technologies, increasing the use of 
mobile computer stations in book- 
mobiles or outfitted vans and 
helping non-profit groups learn 
how to use the Internet to save on 
the cost of paper mail. 

A team of local volunteers 
completed the “road map” for 
technology-based growth and de- 
velopment during a months-long 
meeting process. The Morgan 
County eCommunity Leadership 
Team built the plan with guidance 
from “ConnectKentucky,” a non- 
profit group that believes technol- 
ogy can help Kentucky remain the 
place of choice to live, work and 
raise a family. 

The meetings are part of 
Kentucky’s Prescription for Inno- 
vation, a plan to ensure that every 
Kentucky household has access to 
high-speed Internet by 2007. The 
plan ultimately aims to increase 
the number of high-tech compa- 
nies and jobs in Kentucky. 

ConnectKentucky’s local 
project manager, Ernie Wood, will 
continue to work with local vol- 
unteers as they implement the 
plan. 

Judge-Executive Tim Conley 
said broadband technology opens 
the world to Eastern Kentucky. 
“We believe that our skyways are 
our new superhighway,” Judge 
Conley said. “Broadband tech- 
nology helps us connect to the 
world from eastern Kentucky. 
While we may not have a four- 
lane road into the county, we have 
a six-lane skyway.” 

Kentucky once lagged behind 
when it came to technology, but 
the Commonwealth has begun to 
experience a technology turn- 
around as a result of recent efforts. 
Broadband service covered just 
60 percent of Kentucky house- 
holds in 2003. Now, 77 percent of 
households can access broadband. 
By 2007, everyone in Kentucky 
should have access. 

More Kentuckians are actually 
using high-speed Internet service, 
too. Currently, 32 percent of Ken- 
tucky adults subscribe to broad- 
band, closely following the na- 
tional average of 33 percent. 

Broadband technology can 
help Kentuckians take advantage 
of world-class opportunities with- 
out having to leave home. For 
example, small business owners 
can set up shop in a rural area 
while serving customers around 
the globe; students can study with 
experts in their fields; and librar- 
ies can offer the latest electronic 
books with no waiting list. 

Already in Kentucky, broad- 
band service is being used to re- 
motely arraign prisoners in state 
courts, to web-cast high school 
athletic games, and to conduct 
biotech research in a rural county. 
Employers who located thousands 
of jobs in Kentucky attributed 
their decision to the availability 
of high-speed Internet.
